L Claims 1-10,15-22, drawn to a process of regenerating spent pickle liquor, 
classified in class 423, subclass 140. 

IL Claims 11-14, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 422, subclass 129+. 

The inventions are distinct, each fi*om the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can be 
used for a different process such as leaching gold from ore or for making titanium dioxide. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
